RESOLUTION 

(Directorate General of Resettlement & Employment) 

New Delhi , the 21 st August 1950 

No. TR/EP-24/56. — In pursuance of the recommen- 
dation of the All-India Council for Technical Educa- 
tion, the Government of India in the Ministry of La- 
bour Resolution No. RTA-428(5), dated the 22nd May, 
1051, appointed a Committee called the National Trade 
Certification Investigation Committee with instructions 
to prepare & scheme for the establishment of an All- 
India Trades Certification Board which will award 
certificates of proficiency to Craftsmen in the various 
engineering and building trades. The report of this 
Committee as also the recommendations of the Train- 
ing and Employment Services Organisation Committee 
(known as the Shiva Rao Committee) fyave been con- 
sidered by the Government, of India. They agree with 
both the Committees that there is need for setting up 
a Central agency for co-ordinating the training pro- 
grammes in the country bringing about uniformity of 
standards, and awarding certificates of proficiency in 
draftsmanship on an all India basis. Such a stop will 
be in the interest of both the industry and the workers 
in as much as it will ensure that the holders of 
National Certificates possess a minimum recognised 
degree of skill and will in addition, facilitate mobi- 
lity of tradesmen and their employment. 

2. The Government of India have also decided to 
transfer the administration of the training organisation 
tinder the Directorate General of Resettlement and 
Employment to the control of the State Governments 
concerned, retaining for themselves the functions of 
co-ordination of craftsmen training and of laying down 
the training policy. This decision has further accen- 
tuated the need for a Central agency for assisting or 
advising the Central Government in the discharge oi 
their responsibilities regarding craftsmen training. It 
has accordingly been decided, in consultation with the 
State Governments and other interests affected, to set 
up a National Council for Training in Vocational 
Trades and entrust to it functions relating to the esta- 
blishing and awarding of National Trades Certificates 
for craftsmen, the prescribing of standards and curri- 
cula for craftsmen training in the technical and voca-- 
tional trades of national importance throughout the 
country, and advising and assisting the Central Gov- 
ernment on the overall training policy and programmes. 
The constitution and functions of the National Council 
for Training in Vocational Trades will be as shown in 
the attached scheme. 

SCHEME FOR THE SETTING UP OF A NATIONAL 

COUNCIL FOR TRAINING IN VOCATIONAL 
TRADES 

1. Name, — The name of the Council shall be ‘‘The 
National Council for Training in Vocational Trades". 

2. Headquarters. — The headquarters of the Council 
shall be in New Delhi. 

3. Objects.—The Council shall function as a Central 
agency to advise the Government of India in framing 
the training policy and co-ordinating vocational train- 
ing of national importance throughout India, 

4. Functions. — The functions of the Council shall be 
to: — 

(1) establish and award National Trades Certifi- 
cates in Engineering, Building, Textile and 
Leather trades and such other trades as may 
be brought within its scope by the Govern- 
ment of India; 

(2) prescribe standards in respect of syllabuses, 
equipment, scale of accommodation, dura- 
tion of courses and methods of training; 

(3) affiliate examining bodies with a view to 
bringing them within the scheme of the award 
of National Certificates and lay down the 
standard of proficiency required for a pass in 
the examination leading to the award of such 
certificates; 

(4) arrange for ad hoc or periodical inspections of 
training institutions in the country to ensure 
that the standards prescribed by the Council 
are being followed; 

(5) recognise training institutions run by Govern- 
ment or by private agencies for purposes of 


the grant of National Trades Certificates and 
lay down conditions for such recognition; 

(6) co-opt, if necessary, any person or persons to 
advise the Council in connection with its 
work; 

0) prescribe qualifications for the technical staff 
of training institutions; 

(8) prescribe the standards and conditions of eli- 
gibility for the award of National Trades 
Certificates; 

(9) generally control the conditions for the award 
of National Trades Certificates; 

(10) recommend the provision of additional train- 
ing facilities, wherever necessary, and render 
such assistance in the setting up of additional 
training institutions or in the organisation of 
additional training programmes as may be 
possible; 

(11) advise the Central Government regarding dis- 
tribution to State Governments of the contri- 
bution of the Government of India towards ex- 
penditure on Craftsmen Training Schemes; 
and 

(12) perform such other functions as may be en- 
trusted to it by the Government of India. 

5. Composition of the Council. — The Council shall be 
constituted by the Government of India and shall con- 
sist of the following members: — 

(a) The Union Labour Minister/Union Deputy 
Labour Minister— Chairman. 

(b) The Secretary to the Government of India, 
Ministry of Labour. 

(c) The Director-General of Resettlement and 
and Employment, and one representative each 
of the Ministries of Education, Finance, Com- 
merce and Industry, Works, Housing & Supply, 
Communications, Defence, Railways, Transport, 
Production, Iron & Steel, Natural Resources 
and Scientific Research, Rehabilitation, Irriga- 
tion and Power and the Planning Commission 
of the Government of India. Such represen- 
tatives should, as far as possible, be Technical’ 
persons. 

(d) One representative each of the Governments 
of thoso States which have set up a Council, 
Board or Department of Technical Education. 

(e) Five representatives of Governments of all 
other States to be nominated by the Govern- 
ment of India. 

(f) Five representatives of Employers’ Organisa- 
tions’ to be nominated by the Central Govern- 
ment in consultation with Employers’ Organi- 
sations. 

(g) Five representatives of the Workers' Organi- 
sations to be nominated by the Central Gov- 
ernment in consultation with Workers’ Organi- 
sation. 

(h) Five representatives of professional and learn- 
ed bodies to be nominated by the Government 
of India. 

(i) One representative of the All-India Council for 
Technical Education to be nominated by that 
Council. 

( j ) Two experts to be appointed by the Govern- 
ment of India. 

(k) The Director of Employment Exchanges 
Ministry of Labour. 

(l) The Director of Training, Ministry of Labour 
Member — Secretary. 

6. Terms of office of Members. — The term of office of 
all non-official Members of the Council or of any stand- 
ing committee appointed by the Council shall be three 
years from the date of appointment of nomination, as 
the case may be, provided that a member appointed 
or nominated in his capacity as a member of a parti- 
cular body or as the holder of a particular appointment 
shall automatically cease to be a member if he ceases 
to be a member of that body or the holder of that 
appointment and also provided that one-third of the 
members amongst the non-official members represent- 
ing Employers’ and Workers’ Organisations and Pro- 
fessional and learned bodies shall retire at the end of 
each year by lots drawn at a meeting of the Council 
as given in the Schedule. The actual procedure for 
the drawal of lots shall be decided upon by the Council 
itself. Any person appointed to a casual vacancy 
among the non-official members of the Council shall bp 
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a member of the Council for the residue of the term 
for which the person whose place he Alls would have 
been a member, 

7. Proceedings of the Council. — (a) The Chairman of 

the Council, when present, shall preside over 
all meetings of the Council. 

(b) In {he absence of the Chairman, the Secretary, 
Ministry of Labour shall preside. 

(c) One-third of the number of members of the 
Council shall constitute the quorum for any 
meeting of the Council. 

(d) Not less than 30 days’ notice of every meeting 
of the Council shall ordinarily be given to 
each member, but a shorter notice may be 
given for urgent meetings. The Council shall 
meet as often as may be necessary and atleast 
once in every year. 

(e) Tlie agenda of every meeting shall be sent so 
as to reach the members atleast 15 days be- 
fore the scheduled date of meeting, 

(f) In the case of difference of opinion among the 
members of the Council, the opinion of the 
majority shall prevail, 

(g) If there is equality of votes, the President of 
the meeting shall exercise a casting vote. 

(h) The Chairman, may, in special circumstances, 
instead of convening a meeting of the Coun- 
cil, obtain the views of the members bn any 
item of business individually by circulation 
instead of at a meeting. 

(i) No proceedings of the Council shall be invali- 
dated merely by reason of the existence of 
any vacancy or vacancies along the mem- 
bers. 

8. Committees. — The Council shall have £he power to 
appoint Committees for assisting it in the discharge of 
its functions. 

9. The recommendations of the Council on training 

policy shall be referred to the Government of India 
for decision. j 

10 . Examinations.— The grant of certificates by the 
National Council shall be on the basis of examinations 
conducted by the Union Ministries or other authorities 
or a Council, Board or Department of Technical Edu- 
cation under the State Governments, wherever such 
agencies exist; where they do not exist, steps shall be 
taken by the Governments of the States concerned to 
establish such agencies. States which And it difficult 
to set up such agencies shall constitute, wherever pos- 
sible, ad hoc local committees for the purpose, in 


consultation with the National Council for Training ifl 
Vocational Trades. Such State agencies (including ad 
hoc committees) shaLl be affhiatod, in respect of mat- 
ters pertaining to the functions of the Council,, to fhe 
National Council. The National Council shall satisfy 
itself, before issuing National Trades Certificates, that 
the examinations, on the basis of which the certificates 
are issued, have been properly conducted and that the 
results thereof properly evaluated. 

11. Inspection of Training Institutes, — The Couneirs 
functions in regard to inspection of Training Institu- 
tions shall be exercised through the Directorate of 
Training. Training institutions which have already 
been recognised, or which have applied for recognition 
by the National Council shall afford all facilities for 
inspection to the staff of the Directorate of Training or 
any member' of the National Council examining body 
in a State or of any committee appointed by the Na- 
tional Council 

12. Staff. — The Directorate of Training Ministry of 
Labour, Government of India shall provide the required 
^fecretaxiat assistance to the Council. 

13. Publications. — An annual report of the working 
of the National Council for Training in Vocational 
Trades shall be published. The Council may a] so 
publish periodical news bulletins for disseminating in- 
formation of interest to trainees, training institutions 
and industries. 

14. Financial.— The expenses of the Council shall be 
met from the grants-in-aid from the Government of 
India. Official members of the Council and of the 
Committees appointed under paragraph 8 will draw 
travelling and other allowances for attending the 
Council’s meetings, and for performing work connected 
with the Council from their respective Governments. 
Non-official members of the Council will be paid 
travelling allowances by the Government of India at 
the rate admissible to Government of India officers of 
the first grade in accordance with the Supplementary 
Rules.
